Setember, aside from being the an- 
mua] ending of the holiday season 
and being the usual forerunner of 
of Labor Day is a date of importance 
in Canadian labor's history. The 
national labor code came into effect 
the first of the month, Replacing the 
Industrial Disputes Investigation 
Act, this new legislaton was form- 
ulated after many hotly. contested de- 
bates had been held on the subject. 
While the controversy has not ye! 
abated, some quarters claiming it 
does not go far enough, others di«- 
agreeing on minor questions, it is gen- 
erally admitted that this new labor 
vide is the best legislation of its kind 
ever enacted in Canada, 

The Industrial Relations and In- 
vesitgation Act, as it is officially 
known, applies within the limits of the 
jurisdiction of the federal govern- 
ment. That is to transportation, 
railroads, shipping, aviation, canals, 
to communications, radio, telegra;', 
to such undertakinks as are not under 
the exclusive authority of any pro- 
vince or such undertakings as may 
be declared by the parliament of Can- 
ada to be for general advantage of 
Canada or two or more provinces. It 
also applies to corporations establisi- 
ed to perform functions or duties on 
behalf of the government of Can- 
ada, 

The IR, and D.I. Act establishes the 
right to trade union membership, de- 
fines unfair labor practices, endorses 
collective bargaining and collective 
agreements, sets out conditions for 
the legality of strikes and lock-outs, 
procedure for conciliation, arbitra- 
tion,ets, Its provisions for a cool- 
ing of period before any strike or lock 
out may be effected is probably Its 
outstanding point. 

The act was intended to serve as a 
basis for similar avts to be adopted 
by the provinces, Several of them 
have already manifested; their inten- 
tions of doing so while in others ex- 
isting legislation may differ on minor 
points only, Such adoption of the avt 
itself, or of the act us a mode] for 
provincial legislation, by, all provinces 
of Canada would probably be the most 
effective way of attaining uniformity 
of labor legislation in Canada, This 
would remove the grievience expressed 
in some quarters that as it is now, 
the Natiosal Labor Code should be 
extended to agther industries oper- 
ating in several provinces or indus- 
tries in which labor diffculties could 
affect \r national economy, The pro- 
vinces however, have the necessary 
jurisdiction in those industries such 
as stccl, meat packing, etc., and that 
jurisdicton has to be respected by 
the federal government.

During the past three years, 34,000 men have been established on 
the land, at a cost of $174,000,000. These include 19,000 full-time farmers 
who are now working 3,300,000 acres of land. In addition, 78,000 veterans 
have received vocational training, 53,000 have gone to universities and 
more than 60,000 have been set up in business with benefits or loans,

. The chief difficulty in the rehabilitation program 
Housing Has has been the housing problem. While all sections 
of the population has been affected by the acute 
Been Problem shortage of homes in Canada since the war, many 
veterans have been scriously handicapped in successfully re-establishing 
themselves because of this problem. Otherwise, Canada’s re-establishment 
program is considered to be singularly satisfactory and successful. While 
credit is due to the planning and administration of the program, and to 
the fact that large expenditures were made, the greatest credit should be 
given to the veterans themselves, for having taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunities which were offered to them, and for successfully readjusting them- 
Selves to civilian life. It is a hopeful sign for the future of our country 
that this great post-war problem, which might have presented many seri-

Rush In Alaska | 
For Uranium 


$10,000 Bonus Offered To 
Prospector Locating 
A Sizeable Deposit 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska.—A $10,000 
bonus offered by the Atomic Energy 
Commission to any prospector locat- 
ing a sizeable deposit of uranium has 
started Alaska’s biggest “stampede” 
since the gold rush days of '98, 

Prospectors roaming Alaska’s wil- 
derness have discarded their gold 
pans and sluice boxes, They’re hunt- 
ing the hills for signs of pitch-blende, 
gumite, carnotite and other uranium- 
bearing minerals, 

B, D. Stewart, territorial commis- 
sioner of mines, said his offices have 
been besieged by prospectors seeking 
information on uranium. He said 
pamphlets prepared by the AEC giv- 
ing methods of locating and recog- 
nizing minerals containing uranium 
are being distributed. 

“The prospectors are hitting for 
the hills in great numbers, but they 
aren't looking for gold,” he said, 
“With the price fixed and production 
costs soaring, you can’t make gold 
mining pay. 

“But a uranium strike would cer- 
tainly pay. In addition to the bonus 
the government is guaranteeing mini- 
mum prices and even paying trans- 
portation costs of the mineral in 
some cases.” 

Stewart said he expected the rush 
to hit full swing next summer when 
all prospectors will have assembled 
the necessary gear and studied up 
on methods of locating uranium. 

“We know there are uranium bear- 
ing minerals in the territory but we 
don't know how large the deposits 
are,” he said. 

If uranium is found in large quan- 
tities, future generations of Alaskans 
may reminisce on the “uranium rush 
days of ’49.”
